Possibility That the Land of the Sacred 
Elephant W ill G iv e M o re Trouble. 


B o s t o n , J an. 8.— The Globe has the fol­ 
lowing cable special from London: 
IV hen 
Gen. Prendergast left Mandalay to punish 
the Dacorts, he left behind him a compara­ 
tively small force, and he is now 150 miles 
north of the Burmese capital. 
Since his de­ 
parture two important uprisings of tho Bur - 
mese have occurred, headed by Alompra 
and 
Heitsin, 
two 
rival 
aspirants to 
the throne from which King Theebaw was 
lately deposed. 
It is estimated that the 
total number of rebels now in the field is 
30,000, which is a greater farce than King 
Theebaw* was able to get together at any 
one time to oppose tho British invasion, 
The most alarming element of the situation 
is the possibility that before Gen. Prender­ 
gast can return from the north, Mandalay 
may be captured by a movement of one of 
the rebel armies. 
It is probable that Gen. Prendergast has 
underrated the amount of patriotism that 
exists in the districts of BurmaLu 
Though 
Theebaw was unpopular by reason of his 
atrocities, and a large part of the people 
were quite willing to*have him deposed, the 
fact remains that there is a very strong 
feeling against a purely British government 
of the country. 
The gravity of the situa 
lion will be increased should t^e two pre 
tenderiTcometo Hfioiie amicable agroement 
as to priority of 
succession, and corn 
bine their forces. 
This would be quite in 
tho lino of what has more than once oc 
curred in eastern nations. 
The information 
at hand in regard to tho exact situation is 
too meager to warrant a final criticism upon 
Gen. Prendergast’« action in weakening the 
military hold upon the country, but in 
army circles in 
London his expedition to 
Bhamo is regarded as at least a hazardous 
move. 
Should it result in such encourage­ 
ment to rebellion as to make another Anglo- 
Indian expedition to Mandalay necessary, it 
is difficult to see how I e could justify his 
course. 
This unfavorable news from Burmah, 
where everything was a few days ago sup- 
posed to be proceeding in the most satis­ 
factory manner, has greatly discomforted 
tho Conservative ministers, who had counted 
upon the easy and*completa absorption of 
that rich country as a valuable achievement 
with which to go before parliament 
The 
vexation of tho British tax-payer at tho 
prospect of another drain on his purse for a 
supplementary Burir.e>e expedition will be 
an unpleasant thing for Lord Salisbury to 
encounter should tho gloomy forebtxlings 
arouoed by Thursday’s dispatches bo justi­ 
fied l» y development* between now and tho 
opening of parliament on Tuesday.

The object of the school is to pro­ 
mote the higher literary and technical elu- 
cation of the 
apprentices, with a view to 


their oocupying positions of trust and re. 
sponsibility in the service of the company, 
foremen of shops, engineers, draught*men, 


etc. In January of the present year, in pur­ 
suance of this object and as a preliminary 
to t&e opening of the school, the appren­

A new sot of

mission, and services of apprentices wn?

THE GREAT RUSSIAN LIBRARY. 


U tu te il Stutm M in i s te r I .n th r o p G iv es a 
I>« **rrlp t lo r. o f t h e F l a r e . 
Like all the Imperial buildings, the li­ 
brary palace is of immense extent. 
It was 
founded by that most remarkable woman, 
Catharine II., whose hand seems everywhere 
in Ft. Petersburg, almost as conspicuous as 
that of the Great Peter. 
Most fitly a mag- 
liilh v.nt bronze statue of the great empress 
sta nds in the square opjwjsito the library, and 
a line full length portrait of her meets the 
v isito r soon after he enters. 
T!s* library is, of course, not in n single 
room, but fills two stories and many ro< ms. 
These rooms are lofty and well lighted, es- 
|K*eiully th o se of the upper floor. 
The re «re 
said to Ik* gathered here over 1,000,000 cf 
IhmiIvs, mid of course, they are of all tongues. 
A large circular room, whose walls riselikj a 
dome, I was told contained 00,000 volumes, 
every one of which related to Russia. 
/* 
other room was wholly given up to eat;, 
login*« of the various libraries of the wori !, 
of which it was raid there were 6,000 v».!- 
3 


Of manuscripts there is a large collection. 
The most notable is ¡lerhaps a collection of 
Hebrew manuscripts, many of which wtiv 
huge rolls of parchment or leather. 
It was 
said to have lucn the collection of a learned 
Hebrew rabbi, and to have cost the imperial 
government 250,000 thalers. 
There are great 
numbers of letters and writings of distin­ 
guished men, many of which are displayed 
under glass, so as to be easily examined. 
Two csjiooially struck me, as showing the 
sharp revenges of time. 
One was an order 
signed “ Napoleon,” dated at the Kremlin, in 
1812. 
Directly lx»low it was one of “Alvx- 
andet^I,’’ dated at Paris in 1815. 
There is no end of old bibles, and in a great 
vari *ty of tongues. 
They are displayed in 
endless glass cases so that they can bo seen 
with great ease. 
I was mu< h struck with the great beauty 
of the writing and printing of many Ori­ 
ental books. 
Borne were in gilt and some 
were in silver lettering. 
There was a very 
large and D*autiful Persian book entitled 
‘‘Universal Hisb>ry.” 
In om* m* tion of the library sits Voltaire, 
in marble, of'life sise. 
Around him is his 
entire library, bought by Catherine after his 
death.—Hon. G. V. N. Lot limp.
